All  unnecessary  matter  has  been  deleted  and  only  essential 
figures  will  be  found  tabulated  in  the  report. 

School  Closures. — 4 Schools  were  closed  on  account  of 
infectious  disease. 

— Dr.  Robert  Cairns  Forrester,  M.B.,  Ch.B.  (Edin.), 
Diploma  in  Psychological  Medicine,  who  commenced  duties  on 
26th  March,  1945,  was  made  permanent  on  24th  September, 
1946.

EYE  OPERATIONS— 

Mr.  G.  W.  Hoare,  the  Consultant  Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  held 
five  operative  sessions  at  Brecon  War  Memorial  Hospital  during 
the  year,  and  operated  on  18  children  for  squint  or  other  defects. 
Each  child  was  detained  in  hospital  for  eight  nights,  and  follow- 
ing up  visits  to  the  hospital  were  paid  by  the  Assistant  School 
Medical  Officer.  On  re-inspection  all  cases  operated  on  were 
found  to  have  made  satisfactory  progress.
